immediate vicinity a people who will 
be to us that which Ireland is to Eng- 
land. It is to fail in our duty to a 
people tor whom we have become in 
all ways responsible, and to throw 
away commercial opportunities which 
lie ready and open for our taking.

France'* Tapestries. 


A gioat mending of state tapestries 


will soon begin in France. The task 
of filling in all the worm eaten parts 
of 233 tapestries will be done at tho Go- 
belin establishment. Of these, 00 hard- 
ly hold together. The cost will be $140,- 
000. 
The work will be spread over \'i 


years, because there are so few skilled 
workmen equal to it The state owns 
In all G35 tapestries made before the 
revolution. It is impossible to clear 
moths and worms out of those most 
needing repair without tearing them 
Into rags. To employ chemicals in fu- 
migating them would be to injure the 
colors. Parasitical life bas been kept 
down by banging the tapestries in 
strong, cold drafts of air, but In the 
long run the parasite has been more 
than a match for human ingenuity. 
These tapestries are a good deal used 
In decorating state palaces and embas- 
sies, but there must be nearly 400 that 
are kept permanently in the Garde 
Meuble and only brought out on great 
occasions.

Personal Purity IiiMilc 


Force Under Present Condition*. 


[Special Correspondence.] 


In physical as well as In ethical con- 


ditions, all is a question of scientific ad- 
justment along lines of least resist- 
ance, so as to produce the greatest re- 
sult with the minimum expenditure of 
force in relation to the supply of forca 
back of respective phenomena. Wheth- 
er we clcal with the chemistry or me- 
chanics In tbe cosmos or in connection 
with conscious individualities, success 
is only attained in proportion as we act 
on scientilic principles. 
It follows, 


then, that as soon as we decide to live 
in social groups we have to take cog- 
nizance of equity in collective rela- 
tions, that being essential to scientific 
dealings with each other. Yet thnt ia 
what men Lave always neglected to 
do. They have assumed that piety, 
philanthropy and personal purity were 
all that was needed to keep social rela- 
tions in good trim. How idiotic! We 
have thus de.ilt with each other on em- 
pirical principles. We have thus made 
a wretcucd hash out of all social com- 
pact because acting as if we had noth- 
ing to do in discriminating betwfou 
two antagonistic forces. 


For instance, truth or righteousness 


constitutes a certain specific group of 
relations closely connected with each 
other, evolving a corresponding set of 
phenomena in human development 
Evil, wrong or falsehood constitutes an- 
other certain specilic group of relations 
nlso intimately connected with each 
other and producing a corresponding 
ot of results in Imman growth. The 
wo groups of relations and phe- 
oiuena are diametrically opposed to 
ach other and so, when mixod up, us 
ve have- mo&t stupidly mixed them up. 
an produce nothing but chaotic, bar- 
arlc conditions in the 
realm of 


bought, emotions and volitions, per- i 
onal «nd collective, in the world of 
latter or inlnd to which that dread- 
ul mixture may be attached. Hence 
he utter Inutility of piety, philanthropy 
nd personal purity combined without 
he element of social purity, of col- 
•ctivo equity, of industrial honesty, 
o utterly repudiated by all ages and 
ationa, but never quite as much as to- 
ay by our modern leading nations. 
And so wo :uv %\ illlng to do all we 
an for each other except what is 
ight for all. Wo are anxious to realize 
11 the good that is possible in tlie 
.ildbt of the legalization of bottom 
vrongs. We give to each other Ihe 
pirlt of equality in the bosom of the 
reatest and most criminal inequalities 
he earth ever saw. We cannot sec the 
cauty of legalizing truth in national 
U'e. We can only see the transient ad- 
•antatres we may get from each other 
hrough the legalization of our own 
luinnn seUishne&s, whims or foolich 
oneelta. Tho spirit of general Iimt.i- 
ion, so intense today, In all the nou- 
enslcal externals of human existence 
s but the result of an education which 
reeds the spirit of equality blended 
vlth that of greed, and thus we upset 
he moral order. Equality and greed 
annot mix but by producing tbe most 
heartless and icpulsive Inequalities 
hrough tho whole social organism, just 
vlmt we have. 


The ensemble of the above indica- 


tions seems to explain why not even 
radical reformers can consolidate them- 
selves into a species of national league 
'or the purpose of political and eeo- 
lomlc education through several dai- 
les and weeklies in the principal cit- 
es, backed with sufficient funds, and 
thus inviting a large circulation. Such 
papers should bo fixed up in such a 
way as to appeal to all classes. They 
ihould have all that most men require 
today blended with carefully written 
and concise essays on moderx. social 
problems. 


Those problems should be expounded 


In an altruistic spirit, each reform 
school granting to the others every 
fragment of substantial truth each 
may involve. Each school should en- 
deator to approach the rest for the 
purpose of combimng a programme 
that could contain as much essential 
truth ns possible while eliminating all 
that may not be essential on the first 
stages of a radical social" reconstruc- 
tion. It happens that we have al- 
ready two schools which don't need to 
quarrel with each other as they do and 
which could work together on all that 
IB possible and necessary to begin with. 


All bottom reformers should remem- 


ber that no new social status can come, 
out complete nil at once. What can 
be done cs n beginning is to establish 
certain fundamental principles of equi- 
ty in the most important relations be- 
tween men and the physical forces and 
elements around U9. The rost shall 
follow, cannot fall to follow aa long as 
universal equity and freedom arc the 
goal, the ultimatum, tbe guiding star 
of the reform. 


If the generation of today la not 


equal to the above principles, to broad 
nnd all pervading soxmd ideas of hu- 
man brotherhood, then it does not de- 
sorvc success nnd should not have it. 
Then we 'must hopo that n future gen- 
eration, brighter than ours, shall do 
what we were not fit to accomplish be- 
cause too narrow minded, too secta- 
rian, so to speak, in our social con- 
cepts.

Even the almanacs were silent, nnd, air 
though tho usual indications "about now 
look out for cold weather" or "this is a 
good time for snow" were entered in the 
regular portions of the book devoted to 
the winter predictions, those used for 
chronicling the pieasantcr months had no 
such alarming \vnrniugs. 


January was mild, so much so that for 


dnys tlic people allowed their fires to go 
out, as artificial heat made the buildings 
uncomfortably 
warm.

went her was broken by a severe cold 
snap in February, but this low tempera- 
ture passed ia a lew days, and a warmer 
condition similar to the month previous 
sot in. March "came in like a lion, but 
went out like a lamb." There was noth- 
ing unusual in the climatic conditions of 
the month which differed from tiiose gen- 
erally found in the windy season. April 
was tlie advance guard of this straugo 
freak in temperature. The early days 
•were -warm and bright, but as the mouth 
drew to a close the cold increased until it 
ended in ice and snow and a very low 
temperature. To those who delighted in 
balmy Mny days and loved to watch the 
budding flowers the May of 1810 was a 
bitter disappointment. True, buds came, 
but so did the fro.st, and one night laid all 
vegetation a blackened waste. Corn was 
killed, and the fields had to be made ready 
for another planting, but the people's as- 
tonishment was complete 
when 
they 


found ice formed to the thickness of half 
an inch in the pools. June, the "month of 
roses," was this year a month of ice and 
desolation. The "oldest inhabitant" was 
surprised, for never before had the mer- 
cury sunk so low in the tube in these lat- 
itudes in the last month of spring. Front, 
ice and snow were common. Almost ev- 
ery green thing that had taken advautag*) 
of a few warm days to develop -,va« 
killed, and various kinds of fruit were 
nearly all destroyed. One day the Ltauti- 
ful snow fell to a depth of ten inches :ii 
Vermont, sevVn inches in Maine and 
three inches iu Massachubetts and cen- 
tral New York. Matters M-ere beginning 
to be interesting. I'eojffo \\crc undecided 
whether to spend the winter in the south 
or at the seashore and mountains. One 
day the latter resorts were desirable, and 
the next would decide in favor of tho 
former, but on the whole the southern 
clime was preferred. 


July was accompanied by frost nnd 


ice, and those who celebrated the glorious 
Fourth "not widely but too well" found 
an abundance of ice handy for immediate 
use the next morning. It was not very 
thick, not more than one-sixteenth of an 
inch, but it was ice, and it caused the 
good people of New England, New York 
and soue sections of Pennsylvania to 
look grave. That month Indian corn was 
destroyed in all but the most favored lo- 
cations, and but a small quantity escaped. 


Surely August would put an end to 


such cold weather, but tho farmers as 
well ns hotel proprietors were doomed to 
disappointment. Tlie midsummer month 
was if possible more cheerless than the 
days already passed. Ice formed even 
thicker than it had done tho month bo- 
fore, and corn was so badly frozen that 
it was cut for fodder, and almost every 
green plant in this country as well as 
Europe was frozen. 
Papers 
received 


from England stated that the year 1810 
would be remembered by the generation 
then living as a year in which there was 
no summer. 


What little corn ripened in the nnex- 


posed states was worth almost its weight 
in .silver, and farmers were compelled to 
provide themselves with corn grown in 
1815 for the seed they used in the spring 
of 1817. This seed never cost so ranch, 
being difl3cu.lt to get even at $5 per 
bushel. 
i The last month of summer was ushered 
in bright and warm, and for two weeks 
the now almost frozen people began to 
thaw out. It was the mildest weather of 
the year, and just as the inhabitants got 
fairly to appreciate it old Boreas nnd 
Jack Frost came along and whitened and 
hardened everything in their path. On 
the 16th ice formed a quarter of an inch 
thick, and winter clothing that bad been 
laid away for a few days was again 
brought forth and wrapped round shiver- 
ing humanity. By thia time the people 
had given up all hopes of again seeing 
the Sowers 'bloom or hearing the birds 
sing and began to prepare foe « hard 
winter. 


October kept up the reputation of iti 


predecessors, as there was scarcely a day 
that the thermometer registered higher 
than 30 degrees. November was also ex- 
tremely cold, and sleighing was good the 
first week of the month; but, strange to 
relate, December -was the mildest and 
most comfortable month of the entire 
year, a condition which, led many people 
to believe that the seasons bad changed 
about. 


Of course the cold spell sent bread- 


stuffs to an unheard of price, and it was 
impossible to obtain for table use many 
of the common vegetables, as they were 
required for seed. Flour sold in 1817 in 
the cities for $13 per barrel, and the «r- 
crage price of wheat In England was 97 
•hillings per quarter.— Boston Globe.

THE AGED DEAD. 


They Make a Long List in the Vital 
Statistics of Portsmouth Last Year. 


According to the returns made to 


he city clerlt there were born in this 
city during the year 1901, 203 children, 
f whom 05 were boys and 108 girls. 
This is the largest number of births 
aver recorded here in any one year, 
be record for 1900 being 18C, and for 
899 but 140. It is not believed by the 
Jty officials that the birahs are all re- 
corded ,even now, although the returns 
are made much better than "was for- 
merly the case. 


The number of 7narriages solemn- 


zed last year was 2*63, against 249 in 
1900 and 161 in 1899. But as in prev- 
ous yoais, a large number of these 
marriages -were of people who came 
here from other places—most of t»em 
roin Maine—solely to get married, 
xnd \vefit away again after a, stay of 
but an hour or two. There were no 
ess than 142 of such marriages, some- 
hing more than half of the marriages 
solemnized. 


Ot 79 couples both contracting par- 


ties claimed Portsmouth as their i-esi- 
lence, and of 42 other couples either 
the bride or groom bailed i'rom Ports- 
mouth. 


The number of burial permits is- 


sued by the city clerk in 1901 was 286, 
against 288 in 1900 ancl ^29 in 1899. 
Ol last year's decedents 150 were males 
and 13G females, the total including 
i2 who died elsewhere and 
wei'e 


jrouffh here lor interment. But even 
irom tlie total the deaths in the chy 
cluiing the year outnumber the births, 
recorded ^y 21. Uiiis is, no doubt, part- 
ly due to the fact that every death is 
worded, while many births are lot.
